Our plant is undoubtedly the Spanih bluſb Mallow of 
PARKINSON, and the Lavatera altheefolta of MILLER; ac- 
\ cording to the former, it is a native of Spain, according to 

the latter, of Syria. 

Mr. MI IEA conſiders it as diſtin& from the trimeſtris ; 
Mr. AiTox has no altheefolia in his Hort. Kew, we are 
therefore to conclude that the ah, ia of MiIIER, and the 
trimefiris of LixNEus are one and the ſame ſpecies. 

Of the annuals commonly raiſed in our gardens, this is one 
of the moſt ſhewy, as well as the moſt eafily cultivated ; 
ſeeds are to be ſown in March, on the borders where *_ 
are to remain, the plants thinned as they come up, and kept 
clear of weeds.

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The radical leaves of plants uſually differ in ſhape from 
thoſe of the ſtalk, in ſome plants remarkably ſo; the Lepi- 
dium perfoliatum figured in the Flora Auſtriaca of Profeſſor 
Jaceuin is a ſtriking inſtance of this diſſimilarity: the La- 
thyrus Aphaca, a Britiſh plant, figured in the Flora Lond. 1s 
{till more ſuch, as large entire leaf-like ſtipulæ grow in pairs 
on the ſtalk, inſtead of leaves, while the true leaves next the 
root, viſible when the plant firſt comes up from ſeed, are few 
in number, and thoſe pinnated. The preſent plant no leſs 
admirably illuſtrates the above remark, the leaves which firſt 
appear on the ſeedling plants being pinnated, as is repreſented 
in the ſmall figure on the plate, while thoſe which afterwards 
come forth grow in whorls. We have obſerved the ſame diſ- 
polition to produce diſſimilar leaves in ſeveral other ſpecies 
of Mimoſa, which have ariſen from Botany-Bay ſeeds, lately 
introduced. 

This ſingular ſpecies, on the authority of Mr. DAVID NEI- 
SON, is a native of New South Wales, and was introduced 
to the royal garden at Kew by Sir Jos Een Banxs, Bart. 

We firſt ſaw it in flower, and have ſince ſeen it with ripe 
ſeed. pods, at Mr. Marcoru's, Kennington. 

It 1s properly a green-houſe plant, and propagated only by 
leeds, which are to be ſown on a gentle hot-bed. 

It is ſome years in arriving at its flowering ſtate,

Grows ſpontaneouſly in various parts of France and Ger- 
many; Mr. Pattie HurLock lately ſhewed me ſome dried 
ſpecimens of this plant, which he gathered in the corn fields, 
on the Luneburgh Heide, in Upper Luſatia, where it grew 
plentifully, and afforded a pleaſing appearance to the curious 
traveller :—not ſo to the huſbandman, to whom it is as noxi- 
ous as the Convolvulus arvenſis (ſmall Bindweed) is with us, and 
equally difficult to extirpate, having powerfully creeping 
roots, which ſomewhat like the Helianthus tuberoſus (commonly 
called Jeruſalem Artichoke) produce large tubera, and which 
like thoſe of that plant, are in high eſteem with ſome as an 
article of food, and as ſuch even cultivated abroad. 

It flowers from June to the end of Auguſt. It is certainly 
a beautiful hardy perennial, ſimilar to (but of more humble 
growth) than the everlaſting pea, yet muſt be cautiouſly intro- 
duced on account of its creeping roots, by which it is moſt 
readily propagated, rarely ripening its ſeeds with us. 

It 1s, perhaps, better ſuited to decorate the unclip'd hedge 
of the pleaſure-ground, than the border of the flower-garden, 
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Cisrus LApAxITERus. Gun Cisrus.

* Is an annual plant which grows naturally in Aſia and Ame- 
* rica, but has been long cultivated for ornament in the 
** Engliſh gardens, and is generally known by the title of 
* Convolvulus major: Of this there are three or four laſting 
varieties; the moſt common hath a purple flower, but there 
is one Wwith' a white, another with a red, and one with a 
* whitiſh-blue flower, which hath white ſeeds. All theſe va- 
* ricties I have cultivated many years, without obſerving them 
to change. If the ſeeds of theſe forts are ſown in the ſpring, 
* upon a warm border where the plants are deſigned to re- 
* main, they will require no other culture but to keep them 
* clear from weeds, and place ſome tall ſtakes down by them, 
* for their ſtalks to twine about, otherwiſe they will ſpread

This ſpecies grows to the height of about two feet, and 1s 
uſually ſown in the ſpring with other annuals ; though not ſo 
beautiful, it forms a contraſt to the ſweet and Tangier Pea, 
and may be introduced where there is plenty of room, or a 
deſire of poſſeſſing and knowing moſt of the plants of a 
genus.

For this rare plant I am indebted to the very laudable exer- 
tions of a late Gardener of mine, Aus Suirn, who, in the 
ring of the year 1788, examining attentively the bog earth 
which had been brought over with ſome plants of the Dionæa 
laſcipila, found ſeveral ſmall tooth-like knobby roots, which 
>cing placed in pots of the ſame earth, and plunged into a tan- 
pit having a gentle heat, produced plants the enſuing ſummer, 
two of which flowered, and from the ſtrongeſt of thoſe our 
ure was taken. 

From this circumſtance we learn, that this ſpecies 1s a 
native of South Carolina, and properly a bog plant, growing 
(pontaneouſly with the Drionea Muſcipula. 

Both Mr. Dzxyanper and Dr. J. E. Suirz aſſure me, 
that it is the true Limodorum tuberoſum of Lix Nx Aus; the one 
uſually called by that name is a native of the Weſt-Indies, 
and treated as a ſtove plant. 

From the little experience we have had of the management 
ol this ſpecies, it appears to us to be ſcarcely hardy enough for 
e open border, yet not tender enough to require a ſtove. We 
have ſucceeded beſt by treating it in the manner above men- 
uvned; we may obſerve, that the tan-pit ſpoken of was built 
in the open garden, not in a ſtove, and was for the purpoſe of 
ring plants or ſeeds by a gentle heat, as well as for ſtriking 
cuttings and ſecuring plants from cold in the winter. 

Our figure will make a deſcription of the plant unneceſ- 
ſary, its flowering ſtem with us has ariſen to the height of 
a foot and a half, the number of flowers has not exceeded 
ive, In its moſt luxuriant ſtate it will probably be found

It flowers in June and July. 

As yet it is ſcarce in our gardens, but deſerves to be more 
generally known and cultivated; its flowers, in proportion to 
the plant, are large and ſhewy: like many other Alpine plants, 
it is well ſuited to decorate certain parts of rock-work, or 
ſuch borders of the flower garden as are not adapted for large 
plants. |

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In order that we may give our readers an opportunity of 
ſeeing a coloured repreſentation of one of the moſt ſcarce and 
magnificent plants introduced into this country, we have in 
this number deviated from our uſual plan, with reſpe& to the 
plates, and though in ſo doing we ſhall have the pleaſure of 
gratifying the warm wiſhes of many of our readers, we are 
not without our apprehenſions leaſt others may not feel perfectly 
well ſatisfied ; ſhould it prove ſo, we wiſh ſuch to reſt aſſured 
that this is a deviation in which we ſhall very rarely indulge, 
and never but when ſomething uncommonly beautiful or 
intereſting preſents itſelf: to avoid the imputation of intereſted 
motives, we wiſh our readers to be apprized that the expences 
attendant on the preſent number, in conſequence of ſuch de- 
viation, have been conſiderably augmented, not lowered. 
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It is well known to many Botaniſts, and others, who have 
experienced Sir Jos gen BAxEks's well known liberality, that 
previous to the publication of the Hortus Kewenſis he made a 
new genus of this plant, which had before been conſidered as 


a ſpecies of Heliconia, and named it Sreli/zia in honour of our 
| moſt 
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moſt gracious Queen CuaRTOT TE; coloured engravings of 
which, executed under his direction, he preſented to his 
particular friends; impreſſions of the ſame plate have been 
given in the aforeſaid work, in which we are informed that 
this plant was introduced to the royal garden at Kew, by Sir 
3 BAN Ks, Bart. in the year 1773, where it lately 

owered—of ſome other plants introduced after that period 
from the Cape, of which it is a native, one flowered in the 
Pine ſtove of Bamztx Gascovne, Eſq. ſeveral years ago, 
from whence Mr. Mir TA drew his figure, and the plant from 
which our drawing was made flowered this ſpring, in the bark 
ſtove of the garden belonging to the Apothecaries Company, 
at Chelſea, where it will alſo foon flower again. 


This plant has uſually been confined to the ſtove, where it 
has been placed in a pot, and plunged into the tan, as the 
plants in lach ſituations uſually are; it has been found that 
when the roots have been confined to the narrow limits of a 
pot, the plant has rarely or never flowered, but that when the 
roots have by accident extended into the rotten tan, it has 
readily thrown up flowering ſtems, the beſt practice therefore, 
not only with this, but many other plants, is to let the roots 
have plenty of earth to ſtrike into. As it is a Cape plant it 
may perhaps be found to ſucceed beſt in the conſervatory, 


Tt has not, that we know of, as yet ripened its ſeeds in this 
country; till it does, or good ſeeds of it ſhall be imported, it 
muſt remain a very ſcarce and dear plant, as it is found to 
increaſe very ſlowly by its roots: plants are ſaid to be ſold at 
the Cape for Three Guineas each. 


General Deſcription of the STRELITZIA REGINA. 


From a perennial ſtringy root ſhoot forth a conſiderable 
number of leaves, ſtanding upright on long footſtalks, from 
a ſheath of ſome one of which, near its baſe, ſprings the 
flowering ſtem, ariſing ſomewhat higher than the leaves, and 
terminating in an almoſt horizontal long-pointed ſpatha, con- 
taining about fix or eight flowers, which becoming vertical as 
they ſpring forth, form a kind of creſt, which the glowing 
orange of the Corolla, and fine azure of the NeQary, renders

truly ſuperb. The outline in the third plate of this number, 
is intended to give our readers an idea of its general habit and 
mode of growth. 


Particular Deſcription of the ſame. 


ROOT perennial, ſtringy, ſomewhat like that of the tawn 


Day-lily (Hemerocallis fulva); ſtrings the thickneſs. 


of the little finger, blunt at the extremity, extending 
horizontally, if not confined, to the diſtance of 
many feet. 


LEAVES numerous, ſtanding upright on their footſtalks, 


about a foot in length, and four inches in breadth, 
ovato-oblong, coriaceous, ſomewhat fleſhy, rigid, 
ſmooth, concave, entire on the edges, except on 
one fide towards the baſe, where they are more or 
leſs curled, on the upper fide of a deep green co- 
lour, on the under {ide covered with a fine glaucous 
meal, midrib hollow above and yellowiſh, veins 
unbranched, prominent on the inſide, and impreſſed 
on the outſide of the leaf, young leaves rolled up. 


LEAF-STALKS about thrice the length of the leaves, up- 


right, ſomewhat flattened, at bottom furniſhed with 
a ſheath, and received into each other, all radical. 


SCAPUS or flowering ſtem unbranched, ſomewhat taller 


than the leaves, proceeding from the ſheath of one 
of them, upright, round, not perfectly ſtraight, nearly 
of an equal thickneſs throughout, of a glaucous hue, 
covered with four or five ſheaths which cloſely em- 
brace it. Two or more flowering ſtems ſpring from 
the ſame root, according to the age of the plant. 


SPATHA terminal, about fix inches in length, of a glaucous 


hue, with a fine bright purple at its baſe, running 
out to a long point, opening above from the baſe to 
within about an inch of the apex, where the edges 
roll over to one fide, forming an angle of about 
forty-five degrees, and containing about ſix flowers,

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FLOWERS of a bright orange colour, becoming upright, 
when perfectly detached from the ſpatha, which each 81 
flower is a conſiderable time in accompliſhing.

Mr. Fax BZATRN, to whoſe abilities and induſtry the Com- 
panies Garden at Chelſea is indebted for its preſent flouriſhing 
ſtate, being deſirous of obtaining ripe ſeeds, I had no oppor- 
tunity of examining the germen. 


Such were the appearances which preſented themſelves to 
us in the plant which flowered at the Chelſea Garden; that 
they are liable to conſiderable variation is apparent from the 
figure of Mr. MiLLAR, which appears to have been drawn 
from a very luxuriant ſpecimen, as two ſpathz grow from one 
lowering ſtem, the ſtigma is alſo remarkably convoluted, 
many other appearances are likewiſe repreſented, which our 
plant did not exhibit: in the figure given in the Hortus Aewenſis, 
the ſtigma appears to have ſeparated from the neftary on the 
irſt opening of the flower, and to be ſplit into three parts, 
neither of which circumſtances took place in our plant till

This ſpecies of Narciſſus, though well deſcribed and figured 
by the old Botaniſts, eſpecially PAR RI Ns ON, has been over- 
looked by LIN N zus. 

It is undoubtedly the incomparable Daffodil of ParxinsoN, 
figured in his Garden of Pleaſant Flowers; and the incompa- 
rabilis of MittEtRr's Dif. ed. 6. 4to. the latter informs us, 
that he received roots of it from Spain and Portugal, which 
fixes its place of growth. 

It is a very hardy bulbous plant, and flowers in April; in 
its ſingle ſtate it is very ornamental, the petals are uſually pale 


yellow, and the nectary inclined to orange, which towards the 


brim is more brilliant in ſome than in others; in its double 
ſtate, it is well known to Gardeners, by the name of Butter and 


Egg Narciſſus, and of this there are two varieties, both of 


which produce large ſhewy flowers, the one with colours ſimi- 
lar to what we have above deſcribed, which 1s the moſt com- 
mon, the other with petals of a pale ſulphur colour, almoſt 
white, and the nettary bright orange; this, which is one of 
the molt ornamental of the whole tribe, is named in the Dutch 
catalogues, the Orange Phenix; its bloſſoms are lo large as 
frequently to require ſupporting; its bulbs may be had of 
many of the Nurſeries about London, and of thoſe who, 
profiting by the ſupineneſs of our Engliſh Gardeners, import 
buibs from abroad. 

Like molt of the tribe, this ſpecies will grow well without 
any care, the bulbs of the double fort ſhould be taken up 
vearly, otherwiſe they are apt to degenerate.

The Hyacinthus racemaſus and botryoides are both cultivated 
in gardens, but the former here figured is by far the moſt 
common; racemaſus and botryoides, though different words, are 
expreſhve of the ſame meaning, the former being derived from 
the Latin term racemus, the latter from the Greek one Boreus, 
both of which ſignify a bunch of grapes, the form of which 
the infloreſcence of theſe plants ſomewhat reſembles, and 
hence they have both been called Grape Hyacinths, but as 
confuſion thereby ariſes, we have thought it better to call this 
ſpecies the Starch Hyacinth, the ſmell of the flower in the 
general opinion reſembling that ſubſtance, and leave the 
name of Grape Hyacinth for the botrvordes. | 

The Hyacinthus racemoſus grows wild in the corn fields of 
Germany, in which it increaſes ſo faſt by offsets from the 
root as to prove a very troubleſome weed, and on this ac- 
count it muſt be cautiouſly introduced into gardens. 

It flowers in April and May. 

We have ſound the Nurſerymen very apt to miltake it for

We are more and more convinced, that in our eagerneſs 
for novelties, we daily loſe plants by far more ornamental 
than the new ones we introduce; the preſent, a moſt charm- 
ing ſpring plant, with which the Gardens abounded in the 
time of PaRK1NSON, is now a great rarity; its bloſſoms, 
which are uncommonly brilliant, come forth in April, and, 
like thoſe of many other plants, appear to advantage only 
when the ſun ſhines. 

It may be propagated either by ſeeds, or by parting its 
roots in Autumn, in the former way we may obtain many 
beautiful varieties. 

It prefers a light loamy ſoil and moderately expoſed 
ſituation. 

Roots of a variety of this plant with ſcarlet double flowers 
are imported from Holland, under the name of Anemongides, 
and fold at a high price.

The flowers of this plant, a native of Gibraltar, bear ſome 
reſemblance to thoſe of the Common Candy-Tuft, but when 
they blow in perfection, they are uſually twice as large;

in need of ſome ſuch ſhewy flowers. 

This plant is eaſily raiſed from cuttings, and eahily pre- 
ierved; it may be kept through the Winter in a common 
hot-bed frame, and in mild Winters will ſtand abroad, eſpe- 
cially if ſheltered amongſt rock-work ; its greateſt enemy 1s 
moiſture in the Winter — this often proves fatal to it, as 
indeed a long continued damp atmoſphcre does to many 
others; the Nurſerymen about London complain of loſing 
more plants the laſt mild Winter, from this cauſe, than they 
generally do from ſevere froſts. In a little green-houſe which 
| had in my late garden, Lambeth-Marſh, moſt of the plants 
became abſolutely mouldy; in ſuch ſeaſons then, though in 
point of cold the plants may not require it, we mult diſſipate 
ihe ſuperfluous moiſture bya gentle heat.

LIN Næus has figured and minutely deſcribed it in his Hora 
Lapponica, out of gratitude, as he expreſſes himſelf, for the 
benefits reaped from it in his Lapland journey, by the nefta- 
reous wine of whoſe berries he was ſo often recruited when 
finking-with hunger and fatigue ; he obſerves that the princi- 
pal people in the north of Sweden make a ſyrup, a jelly, 
and a wine, from the berries, which they partly conſume 
themſelves, and partly tranſmit to Stockholm, as a dainty of 
the moſt delicious kind; and truly he adds, of all the wild 
Swediſh berries this holds the firſt place. 


Our figure does not correſpond altogether with Lixx zus's i

TouRNEFORT, ſtruck with the difference of their appearance, 
made a diſtintt genus of them under the name of Muſcari, 
in which he is followed by MiLLEs, and ſhould have been 
by Linx#vus, for they differ ſo much that no ſtudent would 
conſider the preſent plant as belonging to the ſame genus 
with the Hare-bell. 

This ſpecies grows wild in the corn-fields of Spain, Portu- 
gal, and ſome parts of Germany, and flowers in May and

It is diſtinguiſhed more by its ſingularity than beauty, the 
flowers on the ſummit of the ſtalk differing widely in colour 
from the others, and being moſtly barren: ParxixsoNn fays, 
* the whole ſtalke with the flowers upon it, doth ſomewhat 
« reſemble a long Purle taſſell, and thereupon divers Gentle- 
c women have ſo named it.” | 

It is a hardy bulbous plant, growing readily in moſt ſoils 
and ſituations, and ulually propagated by offsets.

Mirrx and Mr. AiToN in adopting it. 

It is an old inhabitant of the Engliſh gardens, and a moſt 
deſirable one, as it flowers in the ſpring; produces fine ſhewy 
bloſſoms, which expand wide when expoſed to the ſun, is 
hardy and readily cultivated. 

Grows wild on the mountainous paſtures of ſome parts of 
Germany. | 

It may be increaſed by parting its roots in Autumn or 
Spring, or by ſeed. MiIIEI recommends the latter mode.

This new ſpecies of Gladiolus, of whoſe magnificence our 
figure can exhibit but an imperfect idea, was introduced 
into this country from Holland, a few years ſince, by Mr. 
GRAFFER, at preſent Gardener to the King of Naples; and 
firſt flowered with Mefirs. Lewis and Mackx1z, Nurſerymen, 
at Kingſland; a very ſtrong plant of it flowered allo this 
ſummer at Meflrs. Gxi1»woops and Co. which divided at 
top into three branches, from one of which our figure was 
drawn. 

It obviouſly differs from the other more tender plants of 
this genus, in the colour of its flowers, which are of a fine 
ſcarlet, with large white ſomewhat rhomboidal ſpots, on 
ſeveral of the lowermoſt diviſions of the Corolla; ſtrong 
plants will throw up a ſtem three or four feet high. 

It is molt probably a native of the Cape, flowers with us 
in July and Auguft, and is increaſed by offsets from the 
bulbs; muſt be treated like the Ixias and other ſimilar Cape 


plants.

previous to their expanſion they exhibit alſo an appearance 
ſomewhat outre, the body of the filaments being bent ſo as 
to form a kind of bow, in which ſtate we have repreſented 
one of the bloſſoms in our figure. 

When it flowers in perfection, which it is not apt to do in 
all places, the largeneſs of its bloſſoms renders it one of the 
moſt ornamental of the genus. 

There is a variety of it with beautifully coloured leaves, 
of which we have availed ourſelves in its repreſentation. 

It flowers from June, to Auguſt, and September ; requires 
the ſame treatment as the more common Geraniums, and 1s 
readily propagated by cuttings.

The ſtalks of this ſpecies are uſually of a bright red colour, 
and covered with little warts; the leaves are ſmall with many 
depreſſions on their upper ſides like ſcars; the flowers are not 
always ſolitary, but frequently form a kind of Corymbus. 

It is a hardy green-houſe plant, and readily propagated by 
cuttings. . 

It flowers during moſt of the Summer. 


Crustus informs us in his HH. p'. rar. p. 68. that he | 


received from Tuo AS PENNY, a Phyſician of London, in 
the year 1580, a hgure of this elegant plant, and who the 
next year ſhewed a dried ſpecimen of the ſame in London, 
which had been gathered in the Illand of Majorca, and 
named by him wvpro-«i5ov, or Myrtle-Ciſtus “; it appears there- 
fore that this plant has long been known, if not cultivated in 
this country. 

We may remark that Crus tus's figure of this plant is not 
equally expreſſive with many of his others. 


The leaves being ſomewhat like thoſe of the Myrtle, and a gummy 
ſubſtance exuding from the plant as in the Gum Ciſtus.

This new ſpecies of Kalmia which we have called ha, 
the ſtalk, leaves, and calyx, being covered with ſtrong hairs, 
was imported from Carolina in the Spring of 1790, by 
Mr. Warsox, Nurſeryman at Iflington, with whom ſeveral 
plants of it flowered this preſent Autumn, about the middle 
of September, from one of which our drawing was made. 

The plants were brought over with their roots encloſed in 
balls of the earth in which they naturally grew, which on 
being examined appeared of a blackiſh colour, and full of 
glittering particles of ſand; ſimilar indeed to the bog- earth 
which we find on our moors and heaths; there is therefore 
little doubt (for no account accompanied the plants) but this 
Kalmia grows on mooriſh heaths, or in ſwamps. 

In its general appearance it bears ſome reſemblance to the 
Andromeda Dabecii : from the ſpecimens we have ſeen its uſual 
height would appear to be from two. to three feet ; it grows 
upright; the flowers which are about the ſize of thoſe of the 
Kalmia glauca, are of a purple colour, and contrary to all the 
other known Kalmia's grow in racemi. 

It is propagated by layers, and requires.the ſame treatment 
as the reſt of the genus, that is, to be planted in bog-earth, 
on a north border: as this however is a new, and of courle a 
dear plant, it will be moſt prudent till we know what degree 
of cold it will bear, to keep it in a pot of the ſame earth, 
plunged in the ſame fituation, which may be removed in the 
Winter to a green-houle or hot-bed frame.

Father Fevittet* figures and deſcribes three ſpecies of 
Alfiremeria, viz. Pelegrina, Ligiu, and Salſilla, common names 
by which they are ſeverally diſtinguiſhed in Peru: the preſent 
ſpecies, which is much valued by the natives on account of its 
beauty, he informs us is found wild on a mountain to the 
north of, and a mile diſtant from Lima. 

From Peru, as might be expetted, the preſent plant found 
its way into Spain, from whence by the means of his beloved 
friend ALsTR@&MER, LIN NAÆπVus firſt received ſeeds of it; the 
value he ſet on the acquiſition is evident from the great care 
he took of the ſeedling plants, preſerving them through the 
winter in his bed-chamber. 

According to Mr. Arro, this ſpecies was introduced to 
the Royal Garden at Kew, by Meflrs. KENNVEDY and LEE, 
as long ago as the year 1753. 

Being a mountainous plant, it is found to be much more 
hardy than the Ligtu already figured, and is generally treated 
as a green-houſe plant; it is found, however, to flower and 
ripen its ſeeds better under the glaſs of a hot-bed frame, 
where air is freely admitted. 

It flowers from June to October, and, though a perennial, 
is generally raiſed from ſeeds, yet may ſometimes be increaſed 
by parting its roots, which ſomewhat reſemble thoſe of the 
aſparagus: the ſeeds ſhould be ſown in the ſpring, in a pot 
of light earth, on a gentle hot-bed, either of dung or tan.

The preſent, with many other ſpecies of Lupine, is very 
generally cultivated in flower gardens, for the ſake of variety, 
being uſually ſown in the ſpring with other annuals; where 
the flower-borders are ſpacious, they may with propriety be 
admitted, but as they take up much room, and as their bloſ- 
ſoms are of ſhort duration, they are not ſo deſirable as many 


other plants. - 
It is a native of Sicily, and flowers in June and July. 


We have often thought that the management of the kitchen 
garden, in point of ſucceſſion of crops, might be advanta- 
geouſly tranſplanted to the flower garden; in the former, 
care is taken to have a regular ſucceſſion of the annual de- 
licacies of the table, while in the latter, a ſingle ſowing in 
the ſpring is thought to be all-ſufficient; hence the flower 
garden, which in Auguſt, September, and part of October, 
might be covered with a profuſion of bloom, exhibits little 
morethan th e decayed ſtems of departed annuals.

curious garden of the Duke d'Ayen, at St. Germain's, I 
* was ſupplied with ſome of the ſeeds, which have ſucceeded 
« in the Chelſea garden, where the plants have flowered and 
*« perfected their ſeeds for ſome years.” Miller's Gard. Dick. 

You may conſider it either as a ſtove or a green-houle 
plant, the former is more congenial to it in the winter ſeaſon. 

A pure atmoſphere is eſſential to its exiſtence, as I expe- 
rienced at Lambeth-Marſh, where I in vain endeavoured to 
cultivate it. 

It is propagated by cuttings as eafily as any Geranium, 
and requires a ſimilar treatment; in hot weather it muſt be 
well ſupplied with water, and in winter carefully guarded 
£gainſt froſt, ſo fatal to moſt of the natives of Peru.

The old Botaniſts appear to have been wonderfully at a loſs 
to what family they ſhould refer this very ſingular plant, as 
will appear on conſulting the ſynonyms; Burman at length 
made a diſtintt genus of it, naming it Ferrara in honour of 

oH. BaeTisTA FERRAR1IUS, by whom it was deſcribed, and 
very well figured, in his Flora ſeu de Florum Cultura, publiſhed 
at Amſterdam, in 1646. 

Mr. MiLLex informs us, that he received roots of this plant 
from Dr. Jos BASTER, F. R. S. of Zirkzee, who obtained 
it from the Cape, of which it is a native. | 

In the vegetable line, it is certainly one of the moſt ſingular 
and beautiful of nature's produttions; much it is to be re- 
gretted that its flowers are of very ſhort duration, opening.
